What is lynching? A punishment 
or abusing without law. Lynch law? 
The practice of punishing men for 
crimes, or offences by private unau- 
thorized persons without a legal trial. 
The term is said to be derived from a 
Virginia - farmer, named Lynch, who 
thus took the law into his own hands. 
(V. 8.) So when a man is lynched he 
is punished or abused without the 
forms of law, and the parties who are 
guilty of the crime 1s guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. What is it te 
be guilty of murder? It is a man 
having knowingly committed a crime 
or offense, or having violated a law by 
an overt act or by neglect, and by 
that ach or neglect caused the death of 
another. 

In the seripture murder means to 
be guilty of the taking the life of an- 
other, or the cauge of death, that 1s 
to have committed a crime which de- 
serves death.

In- 
deed he made this country a garden of 
Eden; and while they were talking and 
pouring such floods of eloquence upon 
the vast throng, and the simple mind- 
eil were cheering, we said to ourself, 
es, and some band of hell-cats are 
lynching Negroes this very moment. 
And just as we said, as we opened the 
New Orleans papers next morning, 
there was the flaming rhetoric of Bish- 
ops Arnett and Derrick in one column 
and in another column a fall descrip- 
tion was found of three Negroes being 
flendishly put to death; and the two, 
who had been hung and shot to pieces 
here in Georgia, had been lynched 
upon mere suspicion. May God's 
damnation rest upon such a country is 
our solemn and sincere prayer. 


Bisnor L. H. Horazy, D. D., edi- 
tor-in-chief of the Gozpet Trumpet, 
which is published here in Atlanta, is 
unquestionably the most brilliant 
writer connected with the colored race. 
His fine diction, polished rhetoric, flo- 
rid sentences, exhaustless ideations, 
perceptive drapery and imaginary 
coruscations, is simply unequaled by 
any of our race with whom we are 
acquainted. While, on the other hand, 
he 1s bold, fearless and defiant. He 
throws down the ganntlet in the face 
of American prejudice and demands 
social recognition for his race. He is 
one of the few Negro Bishops who is 
philosopher enough to realize that the 
Negro, if he remains in this country, 
must have social contact or socia 
equality, otherwise he must go to 
himself. And as the Bishop has not 
reached the plane of repatriational em- 
igration, he proposes to fight it out on 
the arena of social recognition. We 
fear, however, the Bishop will have to 
join our repatriational party. Fox, as 
we see it, social equality is a great 
leal farther off than Africa. But w« 
thank God that the Bishop is fighting 
for his race on some line and not 
wasting a valuable life without some 
objective point that looks to the better- 
ment of his - people. For we contend 
that after the people had lifted us up, 
we in turn shonld try to lift them up, 
and not merely laxuriate in the honors 
that we have reached more by acct- 
dent, possibly, than by worth and 
merit.

Living 
on the large plantations are swarms of 
Negroes. The illiteracy of these 

ple is frightfully appalling. While 
the state, it is true, offers relief to the 
illiterate therein through its free 
school system. But what is four 
months schooling in the year to a peo- 
ple of such dense illiteracy? Ons 
might as well attempt the hazardous 
task of finding the way at night ont of 
a canebreak by the light of a fire-fly 
as to educate thoroughly, enlighten 
and lead the Negro ont of the deplor- 
able condition in which he today 
stands, by the use of the present 
means, 

I am not a prophet, nor the son of a 
prophet, yet with present specifications 
which are before me, that unless « 
great change, I venture a prediction— 
in less than 20 years the Negroes of 
the southern states of the United 
States of America shall lie prone at 
the feet of the white race, there beg- 
ging for mercy. Some of our so-called 
big men no dqubt will say it is not 
true. But in spite of anything to the 
contrary; there is in abundance evi. 
dence showing that the liberty and 
manhood of the Negro race is growing 
less and less in the United States, 
The states of Mississippi and South 
Carolina, having each of them, through 
and by the adoption of new constitu- 
tions, struck a blow which has broke 
the political back of the Negro,in each 
of these states. Following directly in 
the wake of Mississippi and South 
Carolina, the states of Tennessee and 
Arkansas, each are champing of the 
bit, in their eagerness to rush into « 
constitutional convention. With the 
lynchers, slaying and killing on 
the one hand, and the 
lawmaker, tying and binding, 
on the other hand, the power of 
**prophecy” need not be called into 
action in order to determine upon the 
destiny of the Negro race, here in the 
United States. The charge of rape on 
which Negroes are being hanged by 
lawless mobs, if not investigated, will 
yet serve as a very effective peg in 
the hand of the white race and will 
also be effectively used in the over- 
throw of the entire Negro race, which 
the white race anticipates. 

It is less than folly on the part of 
the Negro to _ of rising to the

restricted liberty, social or political, 
here in the United States.

Marshall, the place from which 
we write, is a seaport town, just fifty 
miles below Monrovia, and can be 
reached in a few hours' sail. It is the 
terminus of one of the locations se- 
lected by the Legislature for an exten- 
sive settlement, viz: Between Little 
Bassa and Junk Point.” [See Leg. 
enactments, 93 and 94.] Marshall is 
at the Junk Point spoken of and the 
prospective settlement as laid off by 
the legislature— has the Atlantic ocean 
on the one side and tho Bargay river 
for fifteen miles on the other side, thus 
furnishing a water route either by sea 
or river to nearly every spot 0 
whole tract of land. But Marshall has

Fine oysters and 
Ash, in our rivers in abundance, are 
caught and eaten every day in their 
$eas0n. Chickens and ducks are 
raised here. Venison and other wild 
gaine is killed frequently by those who 
hunt. There are at least 100,000 acres 
of laud lying on these rivers and their 
adjacent lauds, and in the little Bassa 
district together, and all this land is 
public—to be given to emigrants, 
twenty-five acres to each family grat- 
uitonsly. The people of Marshall and 


along those rivers guarantee the use of 


all boats here to land the emigrants, 
providing the steamer will come direct 
to our harbor. We also guarantee 
houses to shelter « whole emigration 
of from 300 to 500 persons for six 
mouths free of cost.

We ask prayers from friends near 
and far, in order that we may be suc- 
ceasful in this work, and not only that, 
but that we may be holy in heart and 
life. Lou know, dear madam, that 
our holy outward Godly life must 
issue from a holy heart. 

We are working under some hard- 
ships, partly through non-barvest this 
year in some part, and partly through 
scarcity of same in this colony. Will 
you let us know the price of the dis- 
eipline of our church. So soon as we 
know its price we will send money for 
two of them. 

The Rev. M. J. Mpumlwana is one 
of the ablest men in convincing heath- 
ens, He is so acquainted with their 
customs and habits that he is termed 
or called a Gaba, minister. Gaba 
means red heathen.

Your sons 
and daughters have nothing to do when 
they come ont of school, and are lead- 
ing. an immoral life; young ladies are 
losing their virtne for the want of pro- 
tection. 

Some one has said, That Negro is 
getting paid.” If I am, is it not right 
that every man should be paid for his 
labor? Are you working for nothing? 
I am afraid you are prejudiced. Some 
say Lam trying to fal the people off 
and sell them. If any one has such a 
stapid idea, let him remain in America 
until he learns better.

A Hero Rests in An Unmarked Grave. 


Evprror Voices or Missto0x8—In the 
little graveyard at this place set apart 
for the burial of the African Methodist 
dead, rests the remains of the Rev. 
Renben Johnson, known to you and 
every bishop that ever presided over 
this Episcopal district as a powerful 
man jn the ranks of the ministry of 
the African M. E. church. Not a head 
board marks the spot. A few of his 
late parishioners in a spirit of Chris- 
tian love, lately built a fence 
around the little sunken mound. But 
few of them actually knew of the man's 
real worth, while living, as you know 
Rev. Johnson was a hero of many 
Christian battles, a self-sacrifleing, 
humble servant of God, a man who 
led a host of sinners to the altar of 
Christ, who connted his labors vain, 
unless men were converzed and joined 
the church, a man through whose in- 
strumentality hundreds are in the 
African M. E. church today, that 
would not be, and yet this pulpit 
giant, this sweet songster, this hero 
and unswerving friend of © African 
Methodism, rests in an unmarked 
grave. The young men of the state, 
who he 80 often defended, and who 
came up under his instruction, onght 
to themselves do something, for about 
$45 or $50 we can put a neat little 
stone over his grave, with suitable in- 
seription. Will not the ministry of 
the state assist us in this? 

Rev. Johnson was well khown” to 
von all. Whatever his weaknes*es 
were, no one ever charged him with 
disloyalty, or with being a laggard. Can 
we so quickly afford to forget him? 
Though he died poor and friendless, 
had not he given the best days of his 
life to our church? Let us not be s0 
quick to forget those who led us once 
to victory, Now, if anyone else will

commend him for his earnest and 
manly efforts in behalf of his race. 
Secondly, Be it revolved, That we 
do urge npon onr fellow citizens in 
every section of the Union to endorse 
the call aforesgid, and to co-operate in 
a thorongh and practical execution of 
the same, realizing the grand impor- 
tance of immediate, united and harmo- 
nions action. 
Thirdly, Be it resolved, That we do 
hereby recommend that the said call or 
the substance thereof, with an inser-
